M’GILL’S BENEFACTORS. | 


Lord Strathcona and Sir Wm. Mac- | 
donald Big Givers. | 


Lord Strathcona’s recent gift of | 
half a million dollars to McGill Uni- | 
versity for the completion of new | 
medical buildings and the increase of | 
the professors’ salaries brings afresh | 
to the mind the great debt which this 
university owes to its two principal | 
benefactors — Lord Strathcona and 
Sir William Macdonald. So great | 
is this debt that, without these two | 
men, McGill to-day, instead of being 
a world-famous seat of learning, 
would be nothing more than a small 
college of parochial reputation. Lord 
Strathcona has always had an especial 
love for the medical department, and | 
his donations have largely been in aid 
of this particular faculty. His most 
outstanding gift to McGill, however, | 
was the palatial Royal Victoria Col- | 
lege for Women, which he built and | 
equipped at his own expense. Alto- | 
gether, his gifts to the university | 
must now approach $2,000,000, and, 
in addition, it must be remembered | 
that he has given something like $1,- | 
500,000 to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
which works in close connection with 
the McGill Medical Faculty. 

Great as are Lord Strathcona’s | 
gifts, however, they pale beside those 
of Sir William Macdonald, which to- 
tal at least $10,000,000, and probably 
exceed that sum by a considerable 
amount. Besides large amounts for | 
endowments, McGill University is in- 
debted to Sir William Macdonald and 
Lord Strathcona for all its more im- | 
portant buildings.

The C.P.R. did not mark in any 
special way the twenty-third anniver- 
sary, which occurred the other week, 
of the sending of the first. transcon- 
tinental train across the Dominion.

Not only is this the 
case, but the streams throughout 
the district have been affected, with 
the usual result that instead of flow- 
ing steadily throughout the year 
they are torrents in spring time, 
while in summer and autumn their 
beds are almost dry.

The land is capable of producing 
fine timber: Abundant evidences 


still existing in many places and in 
the fine young timber that is spring- 
ing up. Already one plantation 
made on sand land in Durham 
County some four year ago is grow- 
well and thriftily. 

The land ean, it is thought, be 
bought at an average price of five 
dollars per acre. If the land is 
bought at this price and planted 
with white pine, at a cost, for plants 
and planting, of $10 per acre, the 
cost per acre of the planted area 
would, at the end of sixty years, 
amount to about $165. This in- 
cludes a liberal allowance foreex- 
penses of management and _protec- 
tion and for taxes at the rate of 17 
mills on the dollar. (Money is 
assumed to be worth 37¢ per cent. 
| per annum. ) 

The pine timber standing on the 
acre of ground would be worth, 
even at prices now pervailing, $600. 
In other words, not only would the 
investment repay the interest, but 
in addition would yield an amount 


jequivalent to a yearly payment 


| throughout the sixty years of about 


|two and a quarter dollars. Thus 
| the yearly revenue would amount to 
almost half the amount paid, in the 
first instance, for the land. 

At the meeting above referred to, 
addresses were given by Messrs. 
Thos. Southworth and Jas. Lawler, 
president and secretary respectively, 
of the Canadian Forestry Associa- 
tion, Dr. B. E. Fernow, Dean of 
the Faculty of Forestry of the 
University of Toronto, and others. 
Figures given by the last named 
speaker with regard to similar 
planting in Germany and France 
aroused much interest, Resolutions 
were passed by the meeting favoring 
the reforestation of the lands in 
question, the co-aperation of the

The new and ‘powerful floating 
cranes for which the port of Montreal 
has been waiting for the past twelve 
months is now established and in op- 
eration. Her first test on this side of 
the Atlantic took place recently, and 
she passed it MDORORRBAT. 

Just opposite the Harbor Commis- 
sioners office, a large lake launch des- 
tined for use on Lake Temiscamingue, 


was waiting to be hauled up on board 
a flat car to be conveyed to its des- 
tination. The crane was placed. in 
position, the lifting apparatus attach- 
ed and she hauled the craft up 
in the air, swung it round and placed 
it gently in the required position. 
The operation was watched with in- 
terest by a large number of spectators, 
The test was directed by Mr. John 
Thomson, of the firm of Vickers, Sons 
& Maxim, the buildings, while Mr. F. 
W. Cowie, the Harbor Commissioners’ 
engineer, was also present. 

The crane is now, therefore, open 
for the handling of all business that 


offers. She is the largest floating 
crane on this continnent, and the se- 
cond largest in the world, having a 
lifting capacity of 75 tons.
